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A SMUGGLER'S STORY. 



A i.rkat social event in Virginia fit v. 
Nevada, was the opening of the "Tbe

Is the honse on the loth a resolution

distribution of United States troops: 
There are at present in the army 2t'i,7'.iO 
troops, located as follows: 421r> belonging 
to detachments at West Point, 7!W> 
located in the territories, 37 IS in Texas, 
.'WSl in the othet southern states, while 
in the field Operating against the Indians, 
there are under General Terry only 1123, 
and under General Crook only 1790, 
making in all 2913. The remaining 
4000 are located in the northern cities 
and forts. 

1 Goi.woon, a village of two hundred 
iieoplc, on the Bombay and Baroda rail- 
way, in India, has been the scene of one 
of the most frightful out breaks of cholera 
ever known. Over half the population 
died in three days. The disease apfieared 
at noon on the 4th, and before daybreak 
next morning there had been fifty-seven 
deaths. On the 8th all the survivors 
fled, but were refused admission by the 
adjacent villages. The disease displayed 
extreme virulence, some cases proving 
fatal in twenty minutes. There is no 
resident doctor in the village, «-•»<• m«xt- 
ical help was some time in arriving. 
Gross neglect of sanitary measures is the 
apparent cause. Cholera appears to be 
unusually prevalent this year, outbreaks 
being reported from various parts of 
India, none, however, approaching that 
of Golwood in violence. 

The Methodist Episcopal General 
Conference has voted to have a new 
hymn book, ?nd appointed a committee 
of fifteen to be divided into three 
sections wf five each, to go over the 
whole work, with instructions not to 
make any changes, either by omitting 
old hymns or admitting new ones, with- 
out a three-fifths vote. This matter of 
hymn books has become a very important 
interest of literature and finance, as well 
as of religion, in America, and we have 
as rich, scholarly, ami edilying hymn 
books as any nation in the world, and 
are likely to go beyond any other nation 
in the number and size of our collections. 
The recent compilation of Drs. Hitchcock 
and SchafT is said by good scholars to be 
equal to any in Christendom, and 
valuable as a collection of poetry, as 
well as a manual ol devotion.

To-tonka U-ton-ka, Sitting Bull, is a 
Yankton Hons, of the upper Missouri, 
and received his name from being a 
fleshy, indolent youth— the Indian name 
meaning, literally, "big flesh." He is 
now about forty-five yearsold.and weighs 
in the neighborhood of one hundred and 
sixty-fivo pounda, having lost his sur- 
plus flesh, ami now presenting a fine 
physique. He is regarded as mentally 
the superior of lied Cloud and Spotted 
Tail, but his career baa not lieen marked 
by any great feat of daring, such as is 
usually required of a brave l>efore he is 
advanced to a le n d ing position. 

I'ntil within the last six years Sitting 
Bull has been only a warrior, but a bold 
and indepen d ent one, refusing all over- 
tures from the whiles and declaring his 
firm purpose to stau 1 ii]M>n his rights 
and treaty stimulations regardlaPa of con- 
sequences. Numliers of the various band! 
of the Sioux, agreeing with him in sen- 
timent, ss»n placed themselves under 
his leadership, and now his forces consist 
of portions of the Unk- papas, Minni- 
kan-ins, Ohc nom pas, Plackfeet, O-gah- 
la las and Yanktonais bands, numbering 
in all about one thousand three bundled 
warriors. When the Indian bureau 
asked oongpea* lor an appropriation last 
winter to enable the government to issue 
rations to Sitting Bull's band, the num- 
ber of the hand was stated at one thou- 
sand two hundred. In a public debate 
on the bill this estimate was pronounced 
exagcerated, and a prominent memtier 
denied that the band numbered over 
seven hundred. 

Silting Bull's exploits since the or- 
ganization of his band have consisted 
principally of successful defensive o|K-r- 
ations against the Bees. M.indans, As- 
sinnebrins, ( J rosventois, ( 'rows, and the 
Blackfcet of the upper Missouri. Occa- 
sional retaliatory raids have be en made; 
and on several occasions whites have 
l»ecn attacked and killed for trespassing 
iifHMi the reservation of these Indians. 
Such was the courage and ability dis- 
played by Sitting Bull in all these en- 
counters, and such hit sncceat in battle 
that his followers have come to regard 
his command ;is absolute, his word as law. 

In all the efforts made by the govern- 
ment to induce the Sioux to surrender 
their tittle to the Mack Hills reservation, 
Sitting Bull slnhlxirnly refused to listen 
to any proposition. The result was the 
go vi rnment abandoned the project, and 
notified miners and others not to tres- 
pass iijxiii the reservation. The notice 
was disregarded, and the influx of whites 
forced Sitting Bull and his band to leave 
the reservation and retire to a hunting 
grou nd in the Little Horn, four hundred 
and fifty miles northwest of the Black 
Hills. Here he « as attacked by General 
Custer. The count rv mourns the result. 
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well rewarded for all he had gone 
through when he found three nice little 
brandy-tubs lying at the bottom of the 
lniiit. So he takes all four men into 
custody, and nicely they grumbled and 
growletl over their ill luck, and cursed 
Jem's sharp tyes, and mi on. The next 
thing was to get thr m all to the station, 
but when Jem proposed that they should 
bear a hand with the tubs, devil a bit 
would they. "No," says they, "hing it 
all, they're yout property now. and we 
haven't nothing more to do with them." 
So at last, Jem having made them give 
him their word that they wouldn't run 
away— and little use would it have been 
for they were all well known to him — he 
and his two mates were obliged to hoist 
the tubs up on their shoulders and carry 
them to the station themselves. The 
tubs held about six gallons apiece, and 
were no light weight to carry seven 
miles on a blinding hot summer's after- 
noon. 

" Well, sir, Jem says he doesn't know 
to this day how he got over them seven 
miles, but at last, dead lieat, they did 
just manage to crawl up to the station 
and jret th<ise blessed tubs off their 
shoulders at last. It was only the 
thought of the share that would be coin- 
ing to them of this seizure that pre- 
vented them from breaking down alto- 
gether before they got home. 

" As sisin as they recovered themselves 
a little bit they set to work to draw the 
hongs and measure the stuff. It turned 
out excellent quality, but not so strong 
as they hoped, for all three tubs was full 
up to the bung with salt water; and 
these three coastguardsmen had carried 
these fine samples of old ocean for seven 
miles along those awful cliffs.

From the Washington Chronicle. 
The workman emplwyd by captain 
Ka<ls on the Mississippi river etties 
live in huts in acanebrake swamp, and 
every rise of the tide covers the ground 
with water. They also endure the bites 
of the unusually big mosquitoes and the 
proximity of alligator-. The streets of 
Port Bads, as the village is called, are 
planks laid on posts. The jetties are 
built of willow matting alternated by 
layers of stone. The willows are ob- 
tained on an island near by, the supply 
being equal to tbe immense demand 
On the back of the island is a sloping 
platform, upon which mats are made by 
'aying the willows crosswise and length- 
wise until the mass is thirty inches thick 
Strips of wood firmly bolted hold the 
mat together after it is pressed 
compactly. Then it is launched towards 
the spot where it is to be used attached 
to guhle posts, and piled with stones 
until it sinks. Each mat is 100 feet 
long and from 50 to 15 feet wide, ac- 
cording to the place it is made to oc- 
cupy in the tapering jetty.

There has been no 
change in acreage since last rejwirt. The 
stands are good, and the plant is bloom- 
ing and forming well. The present Con- 
dition of the crop compares favorable 
with the same time last year in the 
general average, with the exception of 
being a week to ten days later in some 
sections and having had too much rain 
in others. Wouns are repotted as 
having a ppe are d in very small numbers 
in 10 counties, but no damage has been 
done by them. 

Mississippi — 2»< counties, 60 letters. 
The weather, from June 1st to the 15th, 
is ic|M>rtcd a* having liccn rainy with 
cool nights, but warm and propitious 
since the loth, and as favorable as 
luring the same period last year. There 
has been no change in acreage since last 
rejsirt. The stands of cotton are good 
ind the jdant is forming and blooming 
well, especially on the up lands, but 
some damage is reported in the bottom 
lands from heavy rains. In a few 
counties grasshopj»ers and cut worms 
have appeared, but no material injury 
by them is anticipated. The crop is 
generally ten days later than same 
time last season, and the plant smaller 
hut vigorous and healthy, and the 
average condition equally as gins! as last 
year.

The San Kranci-«> Call says: The 
steamer at Hong Bbhj lies at anchor in 
the bay, after she basrecei ved her cargo. 
The regular < 'hire.se coolie passengers 
ace given to »ndi raarxl lUl uo « •!..>■ 
named she will sail, ind that they must 
>e ready to go on paid at an early 
hour in the morning At about three 
o'clock a. m. the imbark.ntion l»egins, 
the coolies being braght out from the 
shore in lighters, wiich usually carry 
from 100 to 000 yrsons. When the 
lighters come aloogme, a gangway is 
made, and along thl the coolies pass in 
-ingle file, each havng in his hand a 
tickft with which Kj has been provided, 
Which he exhibits. As soou as ail are on 
board the anchor ii weighed and the 
hip steams out of tie harbor. 

But before all thi, which is regular, 
has occurred, and unler the cover of the 
larkness of night, small tmats, or 
"sampans," as they ire called in Cuba, 
move steadily off fr*m the shore, each 
containing from ive to ten Chinese 
women of the lavest order. These 
womm do not pass-board the ship by 
any gang plank, but they are put 
through a port, nhich has Itecn left 
conveniently open for this purpose. 
They are received on board by some 
officer of the ship, mo has provided a 
secret hiding-place (ir them; and liffore 
the gray twilight of morning appears, 
every thing about tbe ship has a remark- 
ably regular appearance. Just lie fore 
the ship reaches Yokohama, on ber way 
to San Francisco, all the Chinese pas- 
sengers except the women, are mustered 
on the main deck, and are made to pan 
through the narrow gangway, only wide 
enough for one to pass at a time. Their 
passage tickets are taken up and another 
ticket furnished each one, to show that 
he will lie all right when disembarked at 
San Francisco. While this inspection is 
in progress upon the main deck, two ol 
the ship's officers go into the steerage to 
ascertain if there are anv stowaways on 
lxiard. If any are found they are put 
ashore at Yokohama; but no instance 
has ever been known where a female 
stowaway wa» put ■shore, except after 
the arrival of the steamer in San Fian- 
cisco. 

After the ship has arrived in this |H>rt. 
opportunities are given to the own-.rs of 
these women to smuggle them ashore. 
This is done by the connivance of some 
officer of the ship, and possibly of Mime 
subordinate custom house officer.

A terrible disastrous storm of wind 
swept over the Cotnango valley, in Penn- 
sylvania, last week. The day had lieen 
noticeable for the number and severity 
of its thunder storms in the immediate 
vicinity, but about six o'clock in the af- 
ternoon it deared up and the sun came 
out brightly. A few minutes past six, 
however, two clouds appeared in the 
horizon in Uae went, an-l iiu-rea.-erl rapid- 
ly in size and grew densely black.

The ship was moored at 
about 100 yard* from the shore in eleven 
feet of water, and three charges were 
fired against her. No 1 was a Harvey 

torjiedo, containing 66 pounds ot 

gunpowder, primed with the lalsiratory 
bolt and case, tilled with £UHpOwder, 
and to l>e ignited by means of a powder 
fit-*" to lie fired electrically, and placed on 
the starboard bow. The center of the 
torpedo was placed 0] leet Is low the 
surface, and X feet from the nearest point 
of the vessel's side. No 1' was a 
rectangular iron case, containing 32 
l>oumls of slab gunjiowiler, "Jo jst cent, 
of water lieing added, and was placed on 
the port side, the center of the charge 
being 4 feet distant and 9] feet beto* 
the surface. No " was similar to the 
hist, the charge being, however, 23 
pounds of granulated gun cotton, •_'•"> |«'t 
cent. oT water lieing added, and was 

placed on the starboard side. All three 
charges were fired simultaneously by 
means of a dynamite machine, under the 
sti|ieritit« ndence o t'apt. Heneage, royal 
engineer, and assisted by Lieutenant 
Rhodes, royal engineer, and a small 
party of royal engineers. The result 
was a loud explosion, followed by a great 
upheaval of water.

pay liberally. This is particularly the 
case in Colorado, where the ores are ex- 
tremely rich but so much more refractory 
than those of Nevada thai under the old 
processes they yielded up only a portion 
of their treasures. It is estimated that 

in consequence of these improved meth- 
od- the product ol the precious metal 
throughout the world during the coming 
five years will lie equal to that of the 
p:t*t twenty five years. 

This whole subject is one of important 
concern to every large property owner 
east of the gold-bearing states, for if we 
do imt furnish the capital required to 
develop the mines of the west and south 
it will certainly lie supplied by Califor- 
nia, and the enormous trade growing out 
of i he business will lie diverted fo San 
l-'raneiseo. She is already more inclined 
to invest money far away from home, if 
it is to lie need in legitimate mining, 
than we are. If it be objected that 
Colorado is too far from us, there are 
gold deposits in Virginia, North antl 
South Carolina and Georgia that promise 
a better return for the capital invested 
than any kind ol manufacturing that 
occurs to us, and the product when ob- 
tained has the advantage of lieing the 
mraaurt: of the vilue of nil otJhcj |»ro 
ducts, and is in no danger of deprecia- 
tion. There are gold deposits of extra- 
ordinary richness in North Carolina that 
lie within twenty-four hours of this city 
by rail and can be worked at one -fourth 
the expense of similar deposits in the 
west, ami yet in one instance that we 
know of the etpital required for its de- 
velopments is expected to lie obtained 

from San Francisco. 
It behooves our property owners whan 

empty buildings, liearingthc legend " To 
I^t," confront its on every block, to 
give their attention to this subject or 
San Francisco will possess hersulf coin 
pletely of an industry that is soon to 
-urpass every other in amount and im- 
portance. Capitalists who grumble lie- 
cause three per cent. i«*r annum is here 
the maximum for money on "call," may 
learn a lesson from our young sister on 
the Pacific, where twelve tier cent, is thr 
minimum and where a tcnanlless ho us!

Cream becomes bitter 
by long keeping; at three days it will 
begin to tell ; alter the fourthday it Is 
unfit to lie used in coffee or made into 
butter, SPOU iU g both. 

In summer there is little bilrer milk 
or cream, liecause the cream is churned 
sooner than in winter, seldom reaching 
the third day. Simetimes, where then- 
is a single cow kept, I have known the 
bitter to show on account of the small 
quantity of cream accumulating. The 
summer practice is reversed in the 
winter. There lieing too little milk to 
rrviiiire frequent churning then — say 
one, and sometimes two t burnings a 
week— we account readily for the evil 
complained of. The forepart of the 
season, when milk is in greater quantity, 
necessitating more frequent churning. 1 
hear of but little complaint. It matters 
not how good the feed is— if (he tendcrest 
hay ami roots are added, making an 
approach to summer feed ; nor how clean 
the milk is kept, the most iicrfect mitt 
if set beyond three days will be hurt 
The writer of this has filled the vessel, 
leaving bareley space enough for a cloth 
to lie Wretched over without touching 
the milk, and a snug lid put on, keeping 
the air out, but all to no purpose. So, 
in the purest air, in all the tem|ieratures, 
it is the same. 

It is age that spoils the cream; not 
only does it make it bitter, but destroys 
the flavor, giving it a rank, disagreeable 
taste. The sooner the cream is churned 
or used after the milk has stood forty- 
eight hours, the better. If there is too 
little cream to churn, add the milk and 
churn that with it to give sufficient 
body to work it. If the milk has been 
kept in pure air, and cleanlinessobserved 
throughout, with tbe proper temperature, 
about 00 degrees, there will be an 
absence of the bitter, rank taste, but s 
good quality of butter will be produced 
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The following is the lull text of fhe 
joint resolution lor (he issue of silver 
coin, which has passed Isith house* of 
congress and now goes to the president 
for signature :

"Sec. 3. Tha(. in addition to the 
amount of subsidiary silver coin author- 
ised by law to lie issued in redemption 
or the fractional currency, it shall bo 
lawful to manufacture at (he several 
mints, and issue through the treasury 
antl its several offices, such coin to an 
amount that, including the amount of 
sufisidiary silver coin and of fractional 
currency outstanding, shall in the ag- 
gregate not exceed at any time t-V»,(KM),- 
000. 

' Sec. 1. That the silver bullion re- 
quired, for the purpose of this act shall 
lie purchased from time to time st the 
market rate by the secretary of the 
treasury with any money in the (reasury

Condit ; on t f son and cotton is verv good, 
and pr >spe.t, for a full average crop rather 
better han usual at this season. Oats not 
an av« tirc. Good apple crop, but other 
fruits a -e a f<-:lurr. In Kansas the wheat 
harvest is well advanced, four-fifths of it be 
ing in aba ck . The condition is excellent, and 
the promise is that the crop will he greatly 
above an average in qnalitv and quantify. 
Corn is in every instance reported in gnosl 
condition, and promising a full crop. Tlni- 
far the weather has been very favorable; 
flax, hemp and grass are all iu "good condi- 
tion and likelv la yield large crops. The ag- 
ricultural interests of the state were never in 
a more prosperous condition at this season 
of the year. In onlv one cnitntv have wc 
eny complaint, and that is — "the worm is in 
jnri'ig some wheat slightly, but not doing 
any general Waning •." All the reports from 
Texas concur in representing the wheat crop 
as good, and aHoye an average in quantity, 
though the yield per acre is not as good as 
last year. Corn and cotton nre in good eon- 
ditinn, and with favorable weather will vield 
above an average. Oats pretty near a" full 
crop. In Flcrida corn is verv good. Cotton 
thus far »ooks well, but it is ioo early to give 
an opinion respecting either quantity orqual- 
ltv. The land in Florida, west of the Cho,- 
tawhatehee river, is very poor. This ve.-ir 
mnnv are turning their attention to the'cul- 
tivalinn of o.anges, for whi-h the climate is 
well adapted. It will, however, be several 
years before a crop for export will be made.

Philadelphia, July 15, 1876.— One of the 
m irked features of the exhibition is Howell's 
n :wh paper pavilion, a neat wooden structure, 
s ; xty-sevtn by forty-six feet, and thirty-three 
f :et high, with galleries surrounding the in- 
side, furnished with writing desks and writ- 
ing materials free, to accommodate the mem- 
bers of the press. On the sides of the first 
floor arranged iu alcoves, in perfect order, 
a-e complete files of all the newspapers pub- 
lished in the country— eight thousaud one 
hundred and twenty-nine— and any visitor 
from any part of the United States, can find 
any newspaper he asks for, of the latest dale 
of publication. The number of press repre- 
sentatives who resort here daily is large and 
constantly increasing. ;Mr. Moses, the su- 
perintendent, extends a cordial welcome to 
all visitors, and makes them all feel at home. 
Placards are conspicuouslyposted "Free to 
the Press." " Ask for any newspaper 
want to see." This is the first time and | 
in our history when a collection of all 
newspapers published in this country 
be seeu at any day of the

PRINTING PRESSES. 

There is a very great number and variety 
of printing presses in machinery hall. The 
principle ones being the Bullock, the Wal- 
ter, (English,) Hoe's and the Potter. Rome 
of the large newspaper press run a daily edi- 
tion here. The New York Times ships its 
plates here by express, after its edition is 
worked off in New York, and, at stated hours 
through the day, works oil' a large number of 
. opics ami distributes them gratuitously to 
•he crowd. It use the Walter press, which, 
at ordinary speed, prints fourteen thousand 
copies an hours. 

The New York Herald does the same 
thing, on the Bullock press, which prints 
twenty thousand, and at a forced speed has 
printed twenty-eight thousand eight hundred 
an hour. 1 1 sells its morning issue to protect 
its large local trade here, but gives thetn 
awav in the afternoon. 

The Philadelphia Times has quite recently 
adapted the.same plan. So that we now 
have three dailv papeis with the complete 
news of the day issued in machinery hall.

That they should have declined many things 
offered was doubtless praiseworthy, but that 
they should do so without inquiring into the 
merits of the articles proposed to be exhib- 
ited, is not to their credit. They certainly 
should, if possible, have made place for the 
best things, those which reflect most credit 
upon the sex. And that it was possible, an v 
one, who has examined the women's exhibi- 
tion knows. A great opportunity, s'.ich as 
the 'Torld has never before seen, is here open 
to women , to show what she i« and w hat she 
can do. And the managers of this pavilion 
stand as the representatives of their sex be- 
fore all the world, and what they do is not 
done in a corner.

The 'wooden walls' of old England 
are declared to be wholly useless for 
naval attacks or defence. Nothing will 
now do but vessels coated with thick 
iron plates, and carrying guns of enor- 
mous dimensions. Very good ; but here 
comes the dilemma. Sune other nations 
are just as able and disposed to adopt 
these ponderous and co.-tly novelties as 
England. Ami, in jtoint of fact, there is 
now going on an extraordinary rivalry as 
to who shall have the thickest armor- 
plated war-vessels and the biggest en- 
gines of destruction. It is altogether 
a queer struggle, dating from about the 
time of the Crimean war, when guns of 
large size began to be experimentally 
made, before there were suitably strong 
ships ready to receive them. Nasmyth's 
big gun was the talk of its time ; Hors- 
f all's gun was looked uimii its a marvel, 
because it could lire a ball of two hun- 
dred and eighty pounds through four 
and a quarter inches of iron ; and t lay's 
gun triumphed with a three hundred- 
pound shot. Then came the beautiful 
inventions of Sir Joseph Armstrong and 
Sir Joseph Whitworth, carrying the art 
ot gun construction te a degree of per- 
fection never before attained. Next 
occurred the American civil war, which 
startled our admiralty by showing that 
no ship whatever, unless thickly jacketed 
with plates of iron, could resist the shots 
fixed by the Monitor class of vessel?. 
Therefore, we rushed into two ex|ien- 
sive adventures at once — building moni- 
tors armed with a small number of very 
heavy iruns, and clothing a large num- 
ber of our ships, Mime timlier built and 
some iron-built, with armor-plates. As, 
happily, we have not had to fight any 
great navy battle for twenty year-, we 
coulti not try our big guns against an 
enemy's .ships; and, therefore, targets 
were built up for the shot to bang away 
Upon. Meanwhile, the navy-yards snare 
required to construct ships of war that 
would carry the largest guns mechanical 
skill could produce, and the thickest 
armor-plates that Sheffield could send 
forth. So matters have gone on year 
after year ; ships, guns, shot, and armor- 
plates aiding in the .struggle to determine 
whether the attacking (siwcr can be 
made greater than the defensive, or the 
defensive greater than the attacking. 

Loud was the jubilation when, after 
the construction of several half-clad 
ships of the Warrior class, the admi- 
ralty n>t atloat three fully plated iron 
clads of the Minotaur class, with the 
enormous length of four hundred feet. 
It was fondly lielieved that no fighting- 
shi|>s in the world would evet excel these. 
Experience showed, however, that such 
very long ships are not handy for steer- 
ing ard turning ; and the admiralty 
adopted a shorter standard for the 
Hercules and Ht llerophon. Then came 

Captain Cowpei Coles' revolving turrets 

in which to place the guns, instead of 
ranging them broadside. Then the an- 
nouncement by Sheffield firms that, by 
rolling instead of hammering, they onnld 

produce armor plate tougher and 
thicker than any before known. Then 
the completion of magnificent arrange- 
ments at Woolwich whereby the Ffaser 
guns (a modification oi the Armstrong) 
could W- made of vast .size and enormous 
strength, on account of being wholly 
wrought, not cast. The ' Woolwich 
Infant' has beCOUM a favorite epithet 
for the monster pun of the present day ; 
and a most extraordinary sight was 
prcsctittd to the czar of Russia, when 
he visited our great arsenal in 1S74, in 
the ' Infant School,' where were ranged 
a selection from all the great modern 
guns that Woolwich COUld show. 

find so matters went on stage by stage 
— ihips, armor, guns ami shot Incom- 
ing alike larger and more powerful — 
until the momentous days of the Devas- 
tation arrived. Men really did think 
that at length we had arrived at sneh a 
pitch of instructive and defe n sive force 
combined, that farther progress would 
hardly l»e sought.

An ugly affair it is, with- 
out any masts prot«er, having a mass of 
ironwork on deck which would have 
puzzled Nelson OX Mown beyond measure. 
This ironwork mark's the strange changes 
which have been made in the arrange- 
ment of the armament of such r raw ill 
The earlier i ion dads were bro idsides, 
with a horizontal row of big guns peeping 
out on each side. Then came the revolv- 
ing turret on a flat ship rising but a very 
little almve the stir ace of the water — a 
'theese Ih>.\ on a raft,' as some one called 
it, with two enormous guns mounted in 
in the 'cheese box.' After vaiious mod- 
ification and combination of the broad- 
aide and the turret, Mr. lteetl, the chief 
constructor for the navy, introduced 
something new in the Devastation. 
There is a Kind of armored wall inclosing 
a space in the middle ol the upper deck ; 
the space occupies nearly three lourths 
o' the length, ard one half the breadth 
of the entire area of the deck, and the 
ir. n wall around it is seven or eight fret 
high. Within this -pace are two turrets 

or circular towers, and various structures 
and gangways connected with the navi- 
gation of theshipand the accommodation 
of the officers and crew.

It ; and 
the admiralty cau-cd a thorough have* 
tigation to t»e made into the probable 
merits ol the tlilferent clauses of irou-cliid. 
The result w.,s avorabb- to the Dcvasta 
tion, but eertaia c'angts oi plan were 
deemed tltsirable. When laitl down, jt 
was believed that the armor would resisi 
the shot o a twenty live-ton gun, the 
larg -at at that time ventured on in any 



navy; but improved gunpowder, ia 
cubes, called ' pebble-powder,' had so 
increased the velocity and force of the 
shotjis to render greater resisting power 
necessary, and so the Devastation was 
clothed with armor no | tS s, than twelve 
inches in thickness, eairied down five 
feet below the water line; the turret 8 
have armor averaging thirteen inches 
thick; while the w a ll 0 r breast work 
around the inclosed on deck is also 
formed of armor plat ts . Compare this 
with the five-inch armor of the once 
mighty Warrior and Minotaur, and we 
see what a stride hat bee" mude; no 
wonder that such a ship displaces nine 
thousand tons of water! Two guns of 
thirty-live tons were planned for each 
turret; but by introducing hydraulic 
gear for moving the turrets and their 
contents, thirty-eight-ton guns have ln-en 
introduced— the heaviest adopted down 
to the time at which wp arc writing, with 
a tv.elve-inch bore, carrying a seven- 
hundred-pound nhot The Thunderer 
and I >c vast at ion are sister shi|>s (if such 
savage monsters deserve to be called by 
so gentle a name as >ister); antl with 
alternations gradually made, they are 
approaching the maximum of twelve- 
inch armor at the aides, fourteen inch 
armor around the turrets, carrying two 
guns in each turret, the guns thirty- 
eight tons weight, twelve and a hall 
inch** caliibre, tiring shot of eight 
hundred pounds. 

Antl now, what do» e hear? Woolwich 
pooh-itoohs her o»n ihirty-eight-ton 
'infants,' and is bringing others into 
existence more than double the weight — 
namely, eighty-one bss— a hundred and 
eighty thousand pounds of iron and steel 
in each gun ! If toldthat these will cost 
five thousand pound) l»er gun, need we 
marvel? 

When any thinggOM wrong in life, we 
are prone to ask who's to blame ; and 
when told that the thirty-eight-ton gun 
is now looked down upon, a similar 
question suggests itself to the sorely 
jterplexctl tax payer who has to provide 
the money for all tbfse luxuries. The 
truth appears to Ik-, that armor plate I 
makers can now go v«ry far beyond the 
twelve inches of thickness that was lately 
their maximum ; andthat unless armor 
is eventually to delcst guns and shot, 
the Wol.vich Infants must he more 
brobdingnagian than ever. Ami hi ho 
come to the [nflexibp, destined to be 
released iuto'the water by the fair hands 
of a princess. This nighty ship will l>c 
double st rew, doubletirret, with a load 
displacement exceediig eleven thousand 
tons. The length lietwecn the perpen- 
diculars, three hundrs! and twenty feet, 
and breadth seventyfive feet (almost 
equal to one fotirth ofthe length). Each 
turret will cany two guns of eighty-one 
tons, twenty seven f»-et long, and sixteen 
inches bore, tiring I shot of twelve 
hundred and fifty p..u»<U ! Those in the 
secret assert that such a shot, coming 
from such a gun, aid fired with the 
improved gmnxiwderir^v manufactured, 
will have an impact ofmomentum equal 
to the whole ramming force of the Iron 
Duke that ran down the luckless 
Vanguard. Tin" steel tulie that forms 
the innermost part of each gun excels in 
size every single piecf until now made, 
being twenty-live inches external 
diameter. When coil upon coil of tough 
iron have la-en would round the middle 
and breech of this *tccl tibe, the exterior 
dhunetei will vary from twenty-five 
inches to six feet.

Have we even now come to the end of 
this costly contest ts.-twen the attacking 
ami tbe defensive |s»w«r of ships of war, 
this rivalry lietwecn guns and armor 
plan IT Engineer and naval constructors 
do not believe in any such finality. 
Their fertile brains air teeming with 
new schemes — more e*l>ecially on the 
part of the makers of great guns, who 
mauilcst an increased confidence that 
they can more than keep pace with any 
increase in the thickness of armor plates. 
Rusaia has established ■ naval arsenal at 
Niclaieff, near the mouth of one of 
the rivers flowing into the Black Sea, 
where iron dads of the largest dimensions 
can be constructed ; «nd she has also 
provided herself with a factory in \ hich 
great guns and |sinderotis armor plates 
can be fabricated. Indeed, we owe to 
Russia (tor good or for bad) the incentive 
to the planning ol the eighty one-ton 
gun. The rcter the Great (an appropri- 
ate name for the czar's mighty ship) has 
been planned to carry twenty-inch armor, 
at a time when a shot from our thirty- 
five-ton guns could only {icnetrate a 
fourteen-inch plate. What was to le 
done? Woolwich was consulted, and 
replied that a gun of something like 

eighty tons wcipht wuuM be required to 
carry a shot which would pierce twenty 
inches of armor. Ther* was no existing 
furnace that would heat, no existing 
steam-hammers that would forge the 
masses of iron necessary lor such a 
mighty gun. New furnaces and new 
hammers were thereupon setup at a cost 
which we are afraid to mention ; 
the guns are being made, and per- 
chance— who knows?— may one day 
try their strength against the inn 
sides of rcter the Great. Russia 
has already a vessel carrying guns ex- 
ceeding our Devastation and Thunderer 
guns — namely, the Admiral ropofi", the 
strange circular ship, with six keels, 
eighteen-inch" armor, and two guns ol 
forty-two tons each. 

Sir W. (J. Armstrong is trying his 
skill on a seventeen-inch gun that will 
carry a twt>-thousand-pound shot. Mr. 
Fraser at Woolwich has broached the 
idea of a one-hundred-and-sixty-ton 
gun, to carry a shot of two thousand 
two hundred and forty pounds, with 
such velocity as to smash in tbe side of 
any ordinary iron-clad even at a mile 
distant ; while Sir Joseph Whitworth, 
using an hexagonal bore of compressed 
steel, aud a flat headed elongated shot, 
entertains a firm belief that a gun on 
hi» construction, far less weighty than 
eighty-tine tons, would vanquish an ar- 
mor-plate even twenty-four inches in 
thi'kness. f 

Since writing the above, we learn that 
M. Krupp, the famous gun-manufac- 
turer of Essen, has actually commenced 
makin ; a monster of one hundred and 



of those designetl fjr the Inflexible. It 
is as well, however, to add, that no ship 
large enough to accommodate this piece 
of colossal ordnance- has been as yet de- 
signed.

In a notice of the address of Gene r al 
I>. EL Hill liefore the Mecklenhero; (N 
C.) Historical society, the Haiti more 
fun attribute's to him the followiiip; cu- 
rious statements about the number of 
southern soldiers in the union army 
during the war of the rel»ellion : "Even 
in the late civil war the president of the 
United States was a southern -born man, 
and the first commander-in-chief, whose 
plan for the subsequent conduct of the 
war was probably that which was finally 
successfully i.eted on, was a Virginian. 
Next to firant was Sherman, whose lend- 
ing military conceptions were, perhaps 
derived from General Scott, the most 
successful generals were southern men, 
viz : Thomas, C'anby, Blair, Sykes, Old 
Getty* Anderson, Alexander, Nelson, 
etc. General Hill declares that the 
stubborn resistance of Gen. Thomas at 
Chickamauga and the refusal of Andrew 
Johnson to give up Nashville, as Bucll 
directed, dug the grave of the confed- 
eracy. Farragut, of Tennessee, rose to 
the highest grade in the navy. The 
naval forces at Hatteras were under 
command of Goldsborough, of Maryland 
Gen. Hill is of opinion that the south 
furnished as many troops to the union 
army ss did the north. At any rate 
there were no better troops in the union 
service. Missouri gave one hundred 
and eight thousand seven hundred and 
reventy-three solliers to the United 
States, Kentucky ninety-two thousand, 
and Maryland forty thousand seven 
hundred and thirty. Other southern 
states contributed in greater or less de- 
cree. In all there were four hundred 
thousand native born southerners in the 
union service. This does not include 
two hundred and fifty thousand negro
